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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that It would not have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to increase, the thickness of the sheet to over 1mm. Applicant argues that the 
examiner's proffered motivation disregards the "as a whole" requirement set forth in the MPEP. The examiner fails to see how this 
requirement has been disregarded. The purpose of McGuire's food wrap is to absorb moisture and protect food. The examiner's 
motivation to increase thickness was to provide increased moisture absorption and to increase the wraps ability to protect food. The cited 
motivation is in congruence with the purposes of McGuire's wrap. 

Applicant argues that official notice was taken In the previous action. However, official notice was not taken. The examiner 
merely stated that the compressive recovery was inherent in the cited combination. This property was found to be inherent because the 
combination set forth teaches every element of applicant's invention and applicant's claimed property is a result of the materials used in 
the invention. . 
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
